Bough at pleaſure. Some df them I found hanging on the Branches lank and corrupted,and 
when touched, drop'd in gieces; ſome went into the Ground the Twelfth of June, and 
ſpun the Earth about them with a flaggy Web; ſome of them went into the Ground, and 
changed into a dark red Chr alis, as the Letter / expreſſes, without ſpinning ; others 
dried up hard and died, neither ſpinning nor changing. The Mork came the Seventh 
of April the Year following, from thoſe that ſpun, as c expreſſes the Back, and d the 
Belly, being. both of a yellowiſh Colour, ſtriped and motled with black; the Eggs 
are of a green Colour, which the Mor lays in the Cracks and hollow Places of the

THz Letter e expreſſes a Ca TERPILLAR, being of the ſame Colour of the older 
Branches of the Tree, ſo as ſcarcely to be diſcerned from the Wood, it was taken on the 
Twelfth of May 6n the Black Thorn ; I fed it till the Twenty fourth of the ſame Month, 
at which Time it went into the Ground, and changed into a red Chryſalis, as F expreſ- 
ſes.
